From the records it is arranged to appesr that it was not deBrueys or, 
in fact, it may not have been him and he may have been doing what he was told. 

Here again, i just do not know. 

If I do not get these things in a few days. I’ll mail this, so you 
eon know and possible he thinking about it, end then will send the rest when I 
can do it.
